HESE words in two letters written on the same day by Charles M. Simoon to Miss Ida Stetz are held by the 
Franklin County authorities as evidence that Simoon went from St. Louis to Washington, Mo., with a desperate purpose 


and that he intended to harm or, if necessary, to kill someone. 


These letters were written Dee. 3. 


3. Five days later two 


men were kiled at the home of Ida Stetz in a midnight fight in which Simoen.and his ‘‘pal,’’ Walter Fink, used revolvers, 
Simoon, a knight errant in the rough, aged 20, and Fink,. a stripling, who was under his tutelage in the school of adventure, 


are in adjoining cells in the Union (Mo.)

They were proud of their ‘‘guns,’ 
which they had no difficulty in buying 
in St. Louis, though both are under 
age. Simoon’s was an automatic maga- 
ine pistol of German make, which cost 
$30. Fink’s was a 4-caliber Colt. He 
paid $12.50 for it. His salary was $10 4 
week, and he says that he saved a long 
time before he was able to purchase 
the weapon. Both boys deny that they 
had the arms for any other purpose 
than target practice. 

Into their companionship in quest for 
adventure entered William Robertshaw, 
20 years old, of 4601 Easton avenue, 
and Tony Bohlem, the same age, who 
lived with Simoon. at 3628 Finney ave-

Simoon and Fink arrived in Washing- 
ton at 10 p. m.

They went first to the dance hall five 
blocks from the Doriot home. They 
asked several persons whether Ida and 
Glaser were there.

Leaving the hall, they went to a sa- 
loon. Something in their manner. at- 
tracted attention. Simoon was known 
in the town. He had, been. there to visit 
Ida, and his exploit of carrying the girl 
away from the neighboring town of 
Neier was still fresh in the memory of 
Washington residents. 


Town Feared Simoon. 

There was a general feeling in the 
town that Simoon was 
Doriot, especially, seemed to fear him.

Walter Robertson of 2415 North 
Twelfth street, St. Louis, had been 
there since late in the afternoon, hav- 
ing gone there with Julius Meyer, 
who is a cousin of Emil Glaser, and a 
brother of Oscar Meyer. 

Early in the evening Glaser had ar- 
rived at the house to take Ida to the 
dance. With him was his friend, Otto 
Buddemeyer.

Simoon Knocked at Back Door, 


Things began to happen soon after 
Doriot left the house.

Mrs. Doriot 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“Someone Knocked at the back door of 
the kitchen.

Township Organization Decision 
Started Struggle for 
New Office. 





MARYVILLE, Mo., Dec. 1b.—One of 
the most remarkable results of a fac- 
tional political fight ever known in this 
county now prevails here, a condition 
which threatens to close half the pub- 
lic schools of Nodaway County unless 
the teachers of those schools are will- 
ing to work without salaries until the 
factional fizht ends. 

She trouble originated primarily in the 
decision last March of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court with regard to the town- 
ship organization law. But a race for 
political appointment helped along the 
troubie, and now it has grown to such 
proportions that the Supreme Court 
must adjust the difficulty, and until the 
court meets the greater number of Nod- 
away County schools will be without 
funds to pay their running expenses. 

When the Supreme Court last spring 
decided that a number of Missouri coun- 
ties, Nodaway being among the num- 
ber, had not properly adopted township 
organization, and that until the proper 
method of caring fer the county affairs 
should be chosen by the county in the 
manner prescribed by law the old plan 
of levying and collecting assessments on 
property should prevail, there was a 
lively campaign for the offices of Coun- 
ty AgsSessor and Collector. The latter 
position, it was figured, would pay about 
$3500 yearly. 

. Het Fight for Collector. 

David Munn of Maryville, collector of 
Polk Township, was one of the candi- 
dates, and George P. Shoptaugh, secre- 


tar% of the Maryville State Normal 
School Board and a banker of Elmo, 
was another. The fight for the place 
grew warmer each day. Shoptaugh 
fina}f¥ won. Munn's friends were mucn 
incensed and Munn was nominated at 
the Democratic county convention to 
sucgeed the Governor's appointee. 

A little while after the appointment, 
however, lawyers here began to question 
ther truth of the declaration that Nod- 
aw@y. C ounty’s adoption of township or- 
gZamiZation in 1889 had not been consti- 
tutional, and pending the settlement of 
the .contention, Munn served a noiice 
on ase County Court, restraining it from 
deliyering the Assessor's books to Shop- 
taugh, the newly appointed Collector, 
whose business it was, presumably, to 
coli@et the taxes for 1906.

Village Ideal and Ver Ideals. 


There is in Dublin a _ bright young

This young woman is Miss Flora 
Brown, Postmistress of the village.

Miss 
Brown ought to have the appointment, 
they said, and Miss Brown received it, 
practically the whole village indorsing 
her, and thus making Congressman 
Watson’s selection in this case the eaSi- 
est in the Sixth Congressional District. 

For years Miss Brown, quietly and 
without ostentation, has visited the sick 
and the poor, and has administered .to 
their needs as best she could. During 
this time she has been studying the 
needs of the village and its people. She 
came to the opinion that there were as 
many serious probiems to beset the so- 
cial life in the small town as in the 
large city, and it. was her dream that 
somé day she might be able to work out 
plans for the general good of the com- 


munity.

$4,945,124,423 in 1896 to $7,238,986,450 in 1900, over 46 per cent. During 
the four years from 1900 to 1904 deposits increased over 38 per cent; for 
the year ending June 30, 4905, the increase was 13.5; the increase in the 
current year over 1905 was $865,000,000, or about 7.6 per cent. The 
ratio of increase in individual deposits from 1896 to 1906 was nearly 
147 per cent.” 
The individual deposits in the banks—the savings of the people, ac- 
cording to the comptroller, ameunt to $4,289,773,000, an increase of $300,-
